than by direct War, and Contention: If you once Hearłen 
to it, tho to diſpute with it when it "ſpeaks, you are 
moſt certainly conquered, and the very Arguments you 
go about to anſwer, leave a Pleaſure behind them. 
A Man may be burnt to Death, if he goes too near the 
Fire, tho it be but to quench his Houſe: 50 
And by handling Pitch, you will be moſt certainly de- 
filed, tho you only deſign to take it off your Cloaths. _ 
As Man is compoſed of Fleſh and Blood, Juſtful Deſires 
will ſometimes ariſe, eſpecially in young People that are 
in Health, which if we hearken ro, we are moſt certainly 
overcome We are never to truſt to frail Reaſon in Caſes 
of Impurity, becauſe it is no Match at all for our Incli- 
nations, which are infinitely ſtronger. _ 
For whoever admits a Parley with Luſt, is Already ca- 
pitulating with his Enemy, and vanquiſhed. - 
Fly then and reſiſt (O young Man whoever thou art)

Joſeph in his Youth being ſold by his Brothers for a 
Slave into Egypt, and his Lot falling to live there in a 
Perſon of Quality's Family; where (he being young and 
beautiful) his Miſtreſs endeavoured to tempt him to a cri-' 
minal Familiarity with her: But neither this wicked Wo- 
man with all her own Charms, and moſt earneſt Sollici- 
tations, nor all the additional Motives that either Hope 
or Fear might ſuggeſt, could invite him to dle bimſslf 
with her. She her ſelf made the firſt Propoſal, without 
putting him to the Bluſh in trying her, and this when he 
was in the Heat and Vigour of his Vouth, being then not 
20 Years of Age, and ſo the leſs likely to reject her Mo- 
tion, being of an Age, and in Circumſtances the moſt ca- 
pable in the World, that were poſſible, of enticing him. 
For it was not a common Proſtitute who. thus accoſted 
him, but a Lady of Credit, and Reputation, as the Scrip- 
ture gives us to underſtand, from her Husband's readineſs 
to believe her groundleſs Accuſation of innocent Joſeph, 
and her laying all the Blame upon him, in telling. her 
Husband that he offered id to her. She was alſo his Su- 
periour in won” eg his Lady and Miſtreſs, the Wife 
of Potiphar, an hcer of Character and Intreſt in King 
Pharaoh's Court, and a Captain of his own Body Guards. 
Conſidering alſo her Station, it is highly reaſonable to 
ſuppoſe her fer off with all the Advantages that Nature, 
Wealth, and Art could give to render her Amiable. 
And as her Intreſt with her Husband might have been a 
likely Means of advancing poor young Joſeph, (who was no 
more than a Slave and a menial Servant in the Houſe) to 
ſome high Station had he condeſcended to comply with her. 
So on the other Hand, we may very well preſũme, that 
his Denial would prove, as in Fact it did, very much t 
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bis Pifadvantage, and for eughe be Knew, might rermi- 
nate in his utter Ruin, eſpecially. he being a poor dave, 
Le dem his on Country, and withour- any Friends to 
ad by him —Belides : This was not one only Attempt, 
bdut often and eagerly repeated, to try if he could any 
way be wrought upon, to conſent at one Time, ta what 
te had rejected at others.
